It has ever been so when things 
get out 6f place. Trouble follows 
as a natural consequence, 


In the twentieth chapter of 
John we read about Thomas, one 
of the apostles, getting out of 
place. As a result, when Jesus 
made His appearance to the 
apostles in the Upper Room fol- 
lowing His crucifixion and resur- 
rection, Thomas doubted. The Lord 
has not seen fit to tell us in 
Divine Writ where Thomas was 
during that dark hour immediately 
following the crucifixion. Never- 
theless Thomas was not where he 
should have been. The Lord ad- 
monished in Luke 24:49, “And, 
behold, I send the promise of my 
Father upon you: but tarry ye 
in the city of Jerusalem, until ye 
be endued with power from on 
high.”’ Notwithstanding the Lord’s 
command, Thomas was absent 
from the inner circle of apostles 
when Jesus made His appearance

In this passage the apostle tells 
us that some day our Lord is 
going to appear. The Revised 


Version reads, “manifested,” and 
when this takes place it is going 
to affect the “sons of God.” They 
are to be like Him. With such a 
hope as this before us, surely we 
want to become more like Him 
now. It is not for us who name 
His name to practice what He 
came to destroy: “And ye know 
that he was manifested to take 
away our sins... He that com- 
mitteth sin ig of the devil; for the 
devil sinneth from the beginning. 
For this purpose the Son of God 
was manifested, that he might 
destroy the works of the devil’ 
(I John 3:5, 8). The sacred writer 
is making it very clear that the 


hour is coming gwhen our Saviour 


is going to appear. Once more will 
He be manifested. The subject of 
our Lord’s return is to multitudes 


of people so shrouded in mystery | 


that they shrink from it. 


Mt. Everest has for many years 
been spoken of as a mountain of 
mystery.

climbing. The point I want to make 
in connection with this so-called 
mountain of mystery is that men 
are still seeking to discover its 
glorious secrets. The greatest 
mountain of the prophetic Scrip- 
tures ig the truth of our Lord’s 
return into this world. We need to 
Study it, to ponder it, to search 
out all the secrets involved in it 
and not give up until the victory 
is won. There is no more important 
doctrine in the Word of God per- 
taining to practical Christian 
living than the hope of the coming 
of the Lord. 


Still using the symbolism of the 
mountain, may I remind you that 
there are, as it were, three moun- 
tain peaks in the landscape of 
Biblical history and _ prophecy. 
They are the advent of the first 
Adam, the advent of the second 
Adam and the second advent of 
the Lord Jesus Christ to this 
earth. Between the first and second 
of these great mountain peaks 
stands one central object which 
points both ways, linking the two 
together. It is the table of sacri- 
fice. Every bleeding victim placed

'third of these great mountain 
peaks stands another simple ob- 
ject which likewise points both 
ways and links the two together.

The Beverage Retailer Weekly, 
known as “The Voice of the Li- 
quor Industry,” recently print- 
ed an article showing how it fears 
the work of Dr. Sam Morris, long- 
time friend of this editor and fre- 
quent contributor to THE SWORD 
OF THE LORD.

This Beverage Retailer Weekly, 
quoted by Christian Life, says: 

“.. Friday night, the Rever- 
end Sam Morris, sometime fool- 
ishly ridiculed as the Mae West 
of Prohibition, stood at®the micro- 
phone and on a coast-to-coast 
NBC network, gave the liquor in- 
dustry the worst blasting it has 
received since the beginning of 
Repeal. 

“If we take this without fight- 
ing back, as men of a great Amer- 


ican industry should fight back, 
then we are indeed ‘pigeon-liv- 
ered and lack gall to make 


oppression bitter.’ 

“For this man Morris put us to 
shame before the entire nation. 
He, in a very real sense... called 
us villians, tweaked us by the nose, 
plucked off our beard and blew it 
in our face.... 

“We do not exaggerate in the 
slightest, as those who heard Mor- 
ris will bear witness. This map 
is by far the most dangerous en- 
emy the liquor industry has ever 
known, Like Wayne Wheeler, Mor- 
ris is a born dictator, but Wheeler 
was a mediocre speaker, while 
Morris is a spellbinder.

Meanwhile he 
has managed to get on NBC, and 
you may be sure that his broad- 
cast a week ago Friday will be 
only the first of many to come, 


“And mark this well: Morris is 
more effective on the air than 
Hitler ever was. He has a winning 
personality. Even when grossly 
misrepresenting and abusing, he 
speaks like ‘an angel of the Lord.’ 
He has a sense of humor, too. And 
when it come to radio showman- 
ship, he is positively priceless. Let’s 
be realistic. The simple truth is 
that this man Morris can easily 
become one of radio’s outstanding 
sensations . ..« 


“What is the answer? Since the 
Drys are organized in State after 
State like precinct workers in @ 
political organization, we should 
obviously do likewise.

to inspire their discouraged 
hearts. 

The followers of the Lord had 
lost their Leader in the death oi 
Jesus on the cruel Kuman cross. 
The hour was tne darkest that the 
apostles of the Lord had eve! 
known, Certainiy each of the dis- 
eiples needed the fellowship of the 
other, it “being the first day of 
the week, whe. the doors were 
shut where the disciples were 
assembled for fear of the Jews.” 
Thomas was not numbered in tne: 
group. The Scripture aoes not re- 
veal that he was in some hell-hole 
of the world, but the Scriptures 
mentioned revealed that ‘Thomas 
was not where he should have 
beer, in being absent from the 
upper room when Jesus made His 
appearance to the other apéstiles. 
The appearance of Jesus so en- 
eouraged their hearts that they 
exclaimed upon seeing Thomas 
“We have seen the Lord.” To tha, 
testimony Thomas answered, ‘“tx- 
cept I shall see in his hands the 
print of the nails, and put my 
finger into the print of the nails, 
and thrust my hand into jis side, 
I will not believe” (John 20:25). 

So, today, when his name is 
mentioned, Thomas is generally 
referred to as DOUBTING 
THOMAS. He got out of place and 
eonsequently doubted the Lord. 
Have you ever doubted the Lord?” 
Have you ever doubted His 
promises? If you have, there is 
only one reason for your doubts 
as a child of God, and that reason 
— you were out of place. 

Many, many are the professors 
ef faith who doubt their salvation 
er doubt the promises of God. All 
of them have their doubts due to 
being out of place. It is utterly 
impossible to maintain faith in 
the Lord and get out of place. You 
might ask, “What do you mean 
when you say believers are out 
ef piace in this hour?” I answer 
by saying, “Many are the be- 
lievers, members of various 
ehurches, who are absenting them- 
selves from the worship services 
on the Lord’s day or for prayer 
meeting or revival services on 
week nights.” Individuals who rob 
themselves of fellowship with 
God's people in Spirit-filled wor- 
ship services, have gotten out of 
place. Many times, as a result of 
such absence from worship 
Service. believers miss out on a 
special visitation of the blessed 
Lord. Hebrews 10:25 declares that 
believers should not be guilty of 
forsaking the assembling of thein- 


selves together, “as the manner 
of some is; but exhorting one 
another: and so much the more, 


as ye see the day approaching.” 
Again, I say to you that be- 
lievers get out of place in failing 
to read God's Word and hiding 
God’s Word in their hearts, The 
psalmist declared, ‘Thy word have 
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i bid i. mine neart, tnal 1 migny 
not sin agains, thee,’ Again, iny 
word “is a lamp to my feet and a 
light tc my painway.” ‘ihe psaim- 
wa: the man that he was due 
co his staying in piace. rie Stuuitu 
Gods Word; he hid God's Wor.a 
in his heart; he heeded God's 
vyrOra, and conseyuehu, Was nor 
out of place ana did not douw.

‘kuday many children of God ary 
ying to noid ohvo tne woriag wich 
one hana and cnlts tne Lord Wilu 
ne olner, ‘inmat cannot be done. 
yvesus emphasized tat fact when 


cie said, “NO man Can serve two 
masters: for either ne will haie 
ihe one, and love the otner; o1 
else he will nold to the one, and 
uespise the other. You cannot 
serve God and mammen” (Matt. 


v:24). i Say to you today, people 
who attempt, aiter professing 
iaith in Christ, to get what the 
worid has to give and a the same 
iime get what the Lord has to 


give, will tind their efforts in 
vain tu secure oth at the same 
Lime. As a child of God, if you 
want to have tne best God has, 


you must stay in place. Give God 
your best and He will give the 
best back to you. 

Gods people doubt Him by 
getting out of piace when they 
iail to vubey any command of the 
Lord. Once again turn with me 
to Maithew 2Z7 and read about 
another apostie who got out oft 
piace. His name was treter. Peter, 
with James and John, had been 
invited to accompany the Lord to 
the Garden of Gethsemane. He had 
been admonished by the Lord, 
“pit ye here while i go and pray 
yonder.” Instead of heeding that 
admonition, Peter fell asleep. 
While Jesus prayed, Peter, James 
and John slept. Returning’ the 
first time and finding Peter asleep, 
the Lord said: “Watch and pray, 
that you enter not into tempta- 
tion.”” In spite of that admonition 
to pray, Peter slept. On each of 
the three occasions when the Lord 
returned from His special place 
of prayer, He found etér asleep. 
Peier got out of place when he 
failed to pray. A few days later 
P¢ter denied his Lord three times. 
I say to you, if Peter had not 
gotten out of place by entering 
slumberland instead of remaining 
in prayerland, it is very probable 
that Peter would not have denied 
his Lord. 

That narrative emphasizes fur- 
ther the fact that trouble follows 
when people get out of place. 
Notice that Peter denied his Lord 
immediately after getting out of 
piace. There are believers today 
who are denying their Lord be- 
cause they have followed in the 
footsteps of Peter. They have 
failed to obey the injunction of 


God's word, “Men ought always 
to pray,” and, “Pray without 
ceasing.” If you would’ gather 


strength for yourself to give a 
faithful testimony and witness for 
Jesus Christ, make certain that 
you enter your secret closet and 
Stay long enough each morning, 
noon and night and commune with 
your Father in prayer. 

Once again I remind you that 
trouble follows when people get 
out of place. Turn to the Old 
Testament and reaq about a 
prophet attempting to “run out” 
on the Lord. He had been com- 
manded, *:a rise, go to Nineveh, 
that great city, and cry against 
it; for their wickedness is come 
up before me.” Instead of heeding 
that command, the prophet*of the 
Lord “rose up to flee into Tar- 
Shish from the presence of the 
Lord, and went down to Joppa.”’ 
The prophet was a Jew who had 
been commanded of God to go and 
minister to a Gentile city. He took 
matters in his own hands and de- 
cided that he would not care to 
minister to uncircumcized people. 
The Scripture says “He found a 
ship going to Tarshish: so he paid 
the fare thereof, and went down 
into it, to go with them unto 
Tarshish from the presence of the 
Lord,” 

What a foolhardy act Jonah 
committed when he refused to 
carry out the command of God to 
preach repentance to a wicked 
and needy city! When the boat 
was at sea, “the Lord sent out a 
great wind into the sea, and there 
Was &@ mighty tempest in the sea, 


so that the smp was iike to be 
oroken.” As tne elements were 
.urned loose in all their fury and 
the wind tossed the boat amidst 
wie DOssLerous Waves, Wie sSauors 
paced the deck fran.icaly, iuily 
aware that someone On tne boat 
was ou: of haimony win tneir 
woud. When they cast lois. to 
asce.tain whw was out of place 
and responsivie tor tne trouble, 
ne jot feil to Jonah. Jonah reaaily 
confesseg that he was lie sinner 
wn the camp. He said, “l am a 
saebrew; and 1 tear tne Lord, the 
God of heaven, which hath made 
the sea and the dry land.” Furcher- 
more, Jonah instructed the sailors, 
“Take me up, ana cast me forth 
into the sea; so shall the sea be 
calm unto you; for I know that for 
my sake this great tempest is upon 
you.” At firsc tne sailors faued 
to heed the suggestion of Jonah 
that he be tossed overbpoard. But 
they learned that a child of God 
out of place not omy causes him- 
self trouble but others with whom 
he comes in contact.

With Jonah on the ship 
sea being tempes.uous 
tnem, they were unable to. row 
harg enough to bring the boat to 
land. Finaliy tney “tvok up Jonah, 
and cast him forth into tne sea.”’ 
immediately tne boisterous waves 
were calmed, tl.e wind ceased its 
fury and the ship was able to 
sail in safety towards its scneduled 
destination, 


But, alas, the prophet of the 
Lord, Jonah, was. in trouvie be- 
cause he had gocten out of piace. 
Running fron: Wod, he became a 
backshiuer. however, in spite of his 
wicked and sifiul act of disopedi- 
ence, God had mercy on him in 
that, “The Lord had prepared a 
great fisn lO Swauow up vonah. 
Unpleasant inueed were .nose three 
days and nign.s that Jonah spent 
in the fish's beliy! He had plenty 
of time to face his sins, which he 
did. He repenied of his wrong 
deed, found forgiveness: from the 
Lord and was vomited out of the 
fish's belly. Someone has declared 
that even a fish*eould not stomach 
a backslider, a child of God out 
of harmony with God, Conse- 
quently the fish spewed the back- 
Slider out on dry ground. Learn 
from the experience of Jonah that 
it does not pay to get out of place. 
Jonah not only caused himself 
trouble’ but olhers with whom he 
came in contact. It has ever been 
so that believers get into trouble 
and get other into trouble 
when they get out of place.

Analyze the.-three narratives 
referred to in my message to- 
night; namely, John 20, Matthew 
27 and the one found in the book 
of Jonah, and you have presented 
emphatically the fact that trouble 
follows when people get out of 
place. Our study of the narratives 
has revealed that God's people, 
When they get out of place, 
doubt the Lord, deny the Lord and 
delay the “On-March” of the work 
of the Lord. 

The texts quoted at the begin- 
ning of my message reveal the 
answer to the question, “What is 
wrong with the world?’’ The texts 
reveals four things in particular 
out of place; namely, the Devil, 
the Jew, God’s people and Lost 
People, ' 


I. The Devil Is Out of Place 

kirst Peter 5:8 says: “Be sover, 
be vigilant; because your adver- 
sary the devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about, seeking whom he 
may devour.” 

The Devil is not ,as many sup- 
pose him to be, in Hell. Peter 
declared that he is roaring up and 
down the land, seeking whom he 
may devour. We need not go far 
from this auditorium to recognize 


the reality of Peter's inspired 
Statement. 

If we turn our eyes’ toward 
governmental circles we rapidly 


observe that Satan is devouring. 
There is no doubt that there re- 
main some statesmen in local, 
state and national politics, but 
they are by far in the minority. It 
ought not be so. If the Lord were 
having his way insteag of the 
Devil, all who are in politics or 
government positions would be 
statesmen or servants of the 
people. God is not controlling in 
governmental circles today. You 
know that. If, then, the Lord is 
not controlling and there is only 
one other force at work in the 
worll today, the power of Satan, 
we can properly 


conclude that | 


Satan is devouring as he controls. 

Again I say to, you, the Devil 
is out of place. He is not in Hell. 
The Bible teaches that the Devil 
who “the prince of the 
power of the air,’’ will one day be 
tormented forever in the lake of 
‘ire and brimstone (Rev, 20:10). 
Revelation 20, verses 13 and 14 re- 
veais that bow. deain and Hell will 
one day deliver up the dead, and 
death and Heil finally be 
cast into the lake of fire. “This 
is the second death,”

If we turn our eyes toward our 
home life today, we wiil receive 
a testimony regarding the Devil 
controlling and devouring. There 
was a day when mothers and dads 
so lived that the children were 
LLained in wne fear and admonition 
of the Lord. Under such teaching, 
children obeyed their parents, hon- 
ored and respected them, and 
juvenile delinquency problems were 
practically unheard of. But, alas, 
ioday many parents are permitting 
the Devil to have his way: They 
are neglecting to obey the Word 
of the Lord, “Train up a child in 
the ~way he should go: and when 
he is old, he will not depart from 
it.” A result of parental failure to 
fulfill their obligation, their re- 
sponsibility ig properly rearing, 
iraining and teaching their chil- 
dren, has resulted in our present- 
day juvenile delinquency problems. 
lf the Lord were controlling the 
homes today instead of the Devil, 
there would be more family altars 
where children hear their parents 
pray and where children’ are 
taught the Word of God. 

Is the Lord in control in your 
nome today’ Or does the Devil 
nolq sway’? It is well to have the 
motto on the wall, “Christ is the 
nead of this home, the Unseen 
(juest at every meal,” if it be true 
of the household. But in many 
nuomes where such a motto hangs, 
ne omy part that Christ has as 
nuead or tne home 6 to be recog- 
nized on the plaque. 

Wwe muave g¢..ca sufficient evi- 
uence to juswusy Our Claims that 
whe Veval 18 OUl of piace. However, 
.or turther evidence and possibly 
even more concrete proof, we may 
well turn our eyes toward the 
church life of today. With strife, 
dissension, jealousy, envy, distrust 
and disumicy existent in so many 
Chrisuan cvummunities and especi- 
aily churcnes, we do nol exagger- 
ate when we declare the Devil is 
not in Hell but in devouring as he 
is. permitted to hold sway, even 
in our churches today. How can 
ne do it? “No marvel; for Satan 


nimself is transformed into an 
angel of light” (II Cor. 11:14). 
Wherever there is_ indifference 


maniested by lukewarmness, _jt 
is true that the Devil is controlling 
and devouring. and in many 
churches today Satan is holding 
sway. Many churches have given 
their evening worship services to 
other than the pure, plain and 
powerful preaching of the gospel 
of Jesus Christ. In many churches, 
evening services are not even being 
held. Where services are being 
held and a so-called “social gos- 
pel” is being preached, there is a 
noticeable absence of worshipers. 
We are told that seventy per cent 
of present-day church members do 
not attend the morning worship 
service of their church, and that 
only eight per cent of the total 
believers in our churches today 
attend the evening services. Those 
figures testify that Satan is 
devouring. 

Again, it is stated that less than 
one per cent of our church mem- 
bers attend the mid-week prayer 
meeting. Need I say that these 
facts depict a lukewarm state? 
Well may we, as God's people, 
interrogate regarding our indi- 
vidual and loca] church life, ‘“‘Have 
we reached the state about which 
the Lord spoke in_ Revelation 
3:15, 167” .. “I know thy works, 
that thou are neither cold nor hot: 
I would thou wert cold or hot. So 
then because thou art lukewarm, 
and neither cold nor hot, I will 
spue thee out of my mouth.” 

Il, Jews Are Out of Place 

Not only is the Devil out of 
place and we are in_ trouble 
throughout the world, but the Jew 
is out of place. Read Malachi 3:7, 
“Even from the days of your 
fathers ye are gone away from 
mine ordinances, and have not 
kept them. Return unto me, and 
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i will return unto you, saith the 
Lord of hosts,” 


You might ask me, “What do 
you mean when you say the Jew 
iS Out of piace?” I mean the Jew 
velongs in the land of Palestine. 
At present he is noc tnere, but he 
is scattered througnout the world, 
as a vagabond, ‘Tne Jews are the 
only people at present who do not 
have a land that they can call 
their own, It is so ordaineg of 
God in punishment for their sins, 
ine land of Palestine belongs to 
the Jews. In Genesis 15:18, we 
nave the revelatiomthat Palestine 
is rightfully the possession of the 
Jews. “In the same day the Lord 
made a covenant with Abram, 
saying, Unto thy seed have J 
given this land, from the river 
Egypt unto the great river 
Euphrates.” In those words we 
have the promise of God to Abram 
regarding the land that He intend- 
ed for Abram and his seed to 
possess. At various times through 
the ages the Jews have come into 
rightful possession of the land of 
Palestine. For such to be true it | 
has been necessary On numerous 
occasions for the Lord tu manifest 
His mighty power in behalf of His 
chosen people in slaying heathen 
nations. At present the Jew is for- 
bidden to enter the land that God 
has promised him in any larger 
numbers than fifteen thousand a 
year. The restraint is due to an 
agreement that Great. Britain 
(who holds a mandate over Pal- 
estine) has made with the Arabs, 


the predominant preserit-day 
inhabitants of the land of Pal- 
estine., 


Well may all United Nation 
members study the promise of 
God made to Abram as recorded in 
Genesis 12:2, 3: “And I will make 
of thee a great nation, and I will 
bless thee, and make thy name 
great; and thou shalt be a blessing. 
And I will bless them that bless 
thee, and curse him that curseth 
thee: and in thee shall all. families 
of the earth be blessed.” Dear 
friends, the solution to the prob- 
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lem of Jewish immigration re- 
volving around Palestine will be, 
and can only be, properly solved 
when Jews turn back to God and 
God brings them back to their 
own land as He has promised. But 
meanwhile, woe to those who 
oppress the Jews! 


The promise to Abram was that 
he and his posierity were to have 
a land, the land of Palestine, and 
they were to be a mighty people, 
the chosen people of God. God 
has promised that He will bless 
those who bless the Jews and 
curse those who curse the Jews. 
History will reveal that God has 
kept His promise to Abram. 
Nations that have been world 
powers have not long remained 
such when they raised their hand 
to persecute God’s chosen people, 
the Jew. What is true of natioris 
falling is also true of individuals 
being cursed when they have 
raised their hand against the Jews. 
If you have not been burdened for 
the Jews because of your interest 
in them in trying to get them to 
see Christ is their Messiah, you 
might well read the promise of the 
Lord, “Pray for the peace of 
Jerusalem: they shall prosper who 
love thee.” While it is true that 
we may not, as individuals, be able 
to influence world agreements re- 
garding the land of Palestine and 
the Jews, we can pray for the 
Jews, preach to the Jews and plead 
with the Jews to accept Jesus 
Christ as their personal Saviour. 
To do so will hasten “the day of 
his. appearance” when He will lead 
the Jews into their promised 
posession, the land of Palestine. 


Iii. God’s People Out of Place 

We have noteqg that the Devil 
and the Jew are out of place. Both, 
being out of place, are causing 
world-wide upheavals, disturb- 
ances and trouble. You say there 
isn’t much you can do to. get 
either the Devil or the Jew in 
place. If you feel your inability to 
do much to remedy world-wide 
eonditions, you may feel that you 
can do more about eliminating 
that which is wrong with the 


world as you recognize in many 


instances that God’s people are 
out of place. Second Chronicles 
7:14 says, “If my people, which 
are called by my name, _§ shall 
humble themselves, and pray, and 
seek my face, ang turn from their 
wicxed ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive their 
sin, and will heal their land.” 
What do I mean when I say 
God’s people are out of place? 
First, many of God’s people are 
out of place in that they are 
equally yoked together with 
believers, disregarding what 
Lord commanded, “Be _ ye 
unequally yoked together with un- 
believers: for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with upright- 
eousness? and what communion 
hath light with darkness?” (II 
Cor. 6:14). Regardless of per- 
sonal opinion, it is true that any 
binding alliance on the part of a 
chila of God with an unredeemed 
and lost person is contrary to 
Scripture. Any agreement of & 
believer and an unbeliever which 
binds a Christian to please the 
unsaved is a manifestation of dis- 
obedience on the part of the child 
of God to the Lord’s command in 
Ir Corinthians 6:14. If you, as @ 
child of God, join hands with an 
unbelieve? in a yoke of any fashion 
or form that controls your actions, 
you are guilty of sin. Such a 
social, business, or political” alli- 
ance, fellowship, communion or 
yoke with those who are not saved 
as limits or influences your Chris- 
tian life is open, wicked and re- 
bellious transgression of God's 
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Word. You may be. sincere in 
claiming that your yoke with the 
unsaved in clubs, lodges, and 
worldly organizations has as a 
purpose reaching the lost, but you 
are nevertheless disobeying God 
by having the yoke and you may 
expect Him to deal with you be- 
cause you disobey His command, 
“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers.” 

Did not Jesus say, “No man 
can serve two masters. for either 
he will hate the one, and love the 
other: or else he will hold to the one, 
and despise the other. Ye cannot 
Serve God and mammon”? (Matt. 
6:24). You may feel as did one 
young lady regarding her pastor's 
sermon about the dance. He had 
preached against the dance, saying 
that any Christian’s influence to

The young lady, who

The young lady learned through 
bitter experience that you can- 
not maintain unequal yokes and 
influence people. who are lost to 
Seek the Lord as a _ personal 
Saviour. 

Well do I know that the young 


man who rebuked the young lady 
expressed the attitude of disre- 
spect that lost people have for 
God's people who get out of 
place and then try to influence 
ithem, as lost people, toi get 
saved. 

Permit a personal illustration 
I remember the day when I was a 
lost sinner and my mother was 
| trying to lead me to Jesus Christ 
Among the things that she said 
to me in an effort to influence me 
to be saved, I remember her say- 
ing, “Del, why can’t you be like 
the young people in our Sunday 
School and church? Why don’t 
you give your heart to Jesus 


Christ and live as these fine young 
people are living?” Little did my 
mother know that many of the 
young people whom she had cited 
as an example for her son were 
young people that her boy had 
been having communion and fel- 
lowship with in worldly places. 
Many times the contact of her boy

| with these young people was on a 


dance floor on a Saturday night 
when those professed Christians

Like many lost people 
today I, too, used _§ their hy po-

Hear me, dear friends, when I/ 
say that you cannot have power 
with God or with man if yau, as 
a child of God, are guilty of dis- 
regarding the command of God 
“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers.” Certainly 
this demands that we, as God's 
people, shall make certain that we | 
are in place. With world conditions | 
as they are, there never has been | 
a time when opportunities to win | 
people to Jesus Christ were more 
glorious and when Christian liv- 
ing could be: more influential in | 
directing people to Jesus Christ | 
than today. Yet there is appalling 
worldliness among the Lord's | 
people.

God’? (Rom, 12:1, 2). 

Again, will yoy not obey I Cor- 
inthians 10:31, ‘“‘Whether therefore 
ye eat, or drink, or whatsoever ye 
do, do all. to the glory of God’? 
If you heed those Scriptures, you 
must, of a necessity, refrain from 
unequal yokes. Yes, you must come 
out from among the lost and be 
separate. You must live and move 
and have your being in obedience 
to the teachings and commands of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Happy am 
I indeed to tell you that glorious 
blessings in soul-winning, in per- 
sonal rewards of joy, peace, happi- 
ness and contentment await you if 
you follow the teachings of the 
Lord. For He has promised, “If 
ye be willing and obedient, ye 
shall eat the good of the land’ 
(Isa. 1:19). However, if you are 
a child of God and refuse to live 
a separated life, which is actually 
a Spirit-led life, you may expect

bought children, to obey Him, “For 
whom the Lord loveth he 
teneth and scourgeth every son 
whom he receiveth (Heb.

Yes, it is true — the Devil, the 
Jew and God's people are out of 
place. Of the three that are out 
of place, the one that is most pre- 
venting a world-wide revival is 
God's people. Conditions may be 
hard in the community in which 
you live, to win people to Jesus 


Christ, due to the fact that sin 
and Satan are holding sway. But 
remember, if you and others of 


the redeemed in your community 
get right with God, you can have 
power with God and power wiih 
men to win the lost to Jesus 
Christ through revival. Be 
mindful of this fact that the lost 
people, regardless of their exceed- 
ing wickedness, have never been 
able to prevent revival. 

Remember that even Satan with 
aij) of his power cannot hinder the 
manifestations of God’s power in 
revival when God’s people 
God's condition, break all 
and worldly yokes, confess. their 
gins and forsake their sins and 
look to God in agonizing prayer 
for victory in revival effort. God's 
people being out of place today pre- 
vent God from giving revival. God 
has never, and God can never, bless 
people in their sins. His holy 
mature ang attitude toward sin re- 
quire that sin be punished, and 
where God’s people are joined with 
gin and worldly yokes, God must, 
in keeping with His _ holiness, 
chasten sin and withhold His 
blessings. That fact is borne out 
in Isaiah 59:1, 2: “Behold, the 
Lord’s hand is not shortened, that 
it cannot save; neither his ear 
heavy, that it cannot hear: But 
your iniquities have separated be- 
tween you and your God, and your 
gins have hid his face from you, 
that he will not hear.” Let us, as 
God's people, face the facts. If 
we want a revival or other bless- 
ings from God, we_ can have 
them. But we can only have 
them on God's terms, and a portion 
of God's terms for revival is the 
matter of breaking unequal yokes, 
confessing sins and forsaking 
them 


IV. Lost People Out of Place 


I remind you that not only are 
the Devil, Jews and God’s people 
out of place, but lost people are 
eut of place. Isaiah 55:7 says: 

“Let the wicked forsake his way, 
and the unrighteous man his 
thoughts: and let him return unto 
the Lord, and he will have mercy 
upon him; and to our God, for he 
will abundantly pardon.” 

While it is true that not every- 


meet 
sinful 


body born into this world who 
grows to maturity and reaches the 
age of accountability, will be 


saved, yet it is not the desire of 
God that any man, woman, boy 
or girl shall die and go to Hell. 
That truth is borne out in the 
statement of Peter: ‘The Lord is 
not slack concerning his promise, 
as some men count slackness; but 
is longsuffering to us-ward, not 
willing that any should perish, but 
that all should come to repentence’”’ 
(Il Peter 3:9). In view of those 
words, I can say to you, dear 
sinner friend, if you live this life 
unprepared to meet God, you will 
not be able to blame God for your 
plight when you lift your eyes to 
be judged at the great’ white 
throne judgment, to be banished 
into the lake of fire and brimstone. 
God has provided a way for you to 
escape Hell if you will but choose 
God's way. The way God has pro- 
vided for you to escape Hell is by 
giving His only begotten son, Jesus 


Christ, to die in your place, in 
payment for your sins, on Cal- 
varys tree. And the Scriptures 
declare it, “Christ hath redeemed 
us from the curse of the law, 


being made a curse for us: for it 
is written, Cursed, is every one 
that hangeth on a_ tree” (Gal. 
3:13). Again, the Scripture sets 
forth the fact of God giving His 
Son to die for you in the words, 
“Christ also hath once suffered 
for sins, the just for the unjust, 
that he might bring us to God, 
being put to death in the flesh, 
but quickened by the Spirit (I 
Pet. 3:18). 


So, dear friends. if you die un- 


redeemed and lost, you will have 
only yourself to blame for God 
has made a way of escape. You 


need not perish and go to Hell. 
Christ has taken your place. 
Christ has died for your sins. To- 
day, if you will be saved by re- 
penting of your sins and turning 
to Christ in faith, making Him 
your persona] Saviour, your- name 
will be written in the Lamb’s 
book of life. You are admonished 
to refrain from delay in receiving 
Christ as your personal Saviour. 
Behold, now is the accepted time; 
behold, now is the day of salva- 
tion” (II Cor. 6:2). “To day if ye 
will hear his voice, harden not 
your heart.” To hear God's voice 
by hearing the preaching of the 
Word, and being moved by the 
Holy Spirit to make a decision for 
Jesus Christ and to get saved, and 
to refuse to heed that urge and 
wooing plea of the Holy Spirit, is 
to be guilty of a mighty danger- 
ous act. Consistent refusal to heed 
what you have heard in a gospel 
message that suggests, “Prepare 
to meet thy God,” may result in 
your sudden destruction, for the 
word of the Lord declares, “He, 
that being often reproved harden- 
eth his neck, shall suddenly be 
destroyed, and that without rem- 
edy (Prov. 29:1). Many are the 
individuals in the world today 
whose lives “are producing a dis- 
cordant note that should produce 
melody. The outstanding reason is 
that they have not’ had the touch 
of the Master’s hand on their life. 
Possibly you have made an honest 
and sincere effort to succeed, to 
find happiness, joy and peace in 
this life. If you have failed, there 
is but one reason for your failure 
—the lack of the touch of the 
Master’s hand on your life through 
redemption. 

The story is told of a noted, un- 
usually talented and internation- 
ally famous pianist whose little 
daughter was trying to follow her 
Dad’s footsteps in music. Seated 
at the piano one day in his ab- 
sence she was attempting to play 
the piano with the same artistic 
ability of her father. But, alas, 
she failed. There was little 
melody. The more she tried the 
more she failed. As she was about 
to rise from the piano, her father 
(who had entered the room unbe- 
known to his little girl) walked 
quietly toward her as she put 
forth her efforts, moved his strong 
arms and long fingers over her 
shoulders and placed his hands on 
hers to direct her fingers on the 
keyboard. Now, instead of discord 
flowing as the piano responded to 
the movement of fingers across the 
keyboard, beautiful melody came 
forth to thrill and elate the daugh- 
ter of the noted pianists What 


pray. Ay 8.) baer, 


made the difference in the effort 
of the little girl at the piano key- 
board? Why was the response at 
the piano first one of discord and 
then one of gorgeous melody? 
There is but one answer. It was 
the touch of the Master’s hand on 
the keyboard. 

So today, you who do not know 
Jesus, you who have been defeated 
and may be dispairing because 
your efforts have not resulted in 
your life producing melody for 
yourself or for others. I say to 
you, the one and greatest need of 
your life is the touch of the 
Master's hand.

deceived'men a short while and 
then broken their dreams and 
crushed their disillusioned hearts! 

How many politicians have 
promised peace and plenty and 
then, elected to office, have found 
themselves unable to deliver to 
the deluded people what they 
promised! Small wonder that the 
public thinks promises are faith- 
less and not to be accepted! 

A thousand voices promise 
riches for the investment of 
money, and tens of thousands of 
sadder. and wiser people have 
found the promises of men are 


deceitful or ill-founded. 


Tonight ten thousand girls, un- 
married still, will look into their 
mirrors and wonder how § they 
have been cheated. They have 
used the right tooth paste, they 
have*garglied with the antiseptic 
the fujl-page advertisements prom- 
ised would never allow them to 
offend, they have washed their 
undies in the right soap and 
learned to dance in the , popular 
schools that would fully guaran- 
tee them husbands! Deceitful 
voices, lying promises, deceiving 
maidens too willing to be con- 
vinced ? 

Who has not found that “the 
best laid plans of mice and men 
gang aft agley,” with Bobby 
Burns, and that human promises 
are deceitful? 

Everyone who reads this bears 
in his heart the scars left by 
friends who failed, by promises 
and hopes never fulfilled; the 
scars made by following the mir- 
ages of false hope inspired by 
fallible men. But thank God, 
here is a promise you can trust! 
“Fhis is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners.” 

You can safely believe the Bi- 
ble. It is the infallible Word of 
God. It has proven itself to mil- 
lions of trusting hearts. Who 
ever found one single promise of 
it to fail? The saints and sages, 
the prophets and martyrs, the 
simple believers, the mighty he- 
roes of the faith have all found 
the Bible worthy of trust. You 
may safely risk every promise 
and accept every offer of this 
blessed book. It is the infallible 
Word of God. Every line in it is 
“a faithful saying, worthy of ac- 
ceptation.” 

This is no longer a theory with 
me, nor only a hope or belief. It 
is now a satisfactorily proven 
fact, a many-times tested conclu- 
sion. The evidence which I have 
found for the absolute reliability 
of the Word of God is so con- 
clusive, so unquestionable, 80 
overwhelming, that I would be a 
fool or a rebellious wretch should 
I refuse to believe everything 
the Bible clearly states!

I set out 
to gather all the evidence, to try 
the Bible in the realms of his- 
tory and science and prophecy 
and moral truth. I found, thank 
God, that the Bible is the only 
fully accurate book of history 
ever written. I found that while 
human guesses may contradict 
the Bible, scientifically proven 
facts never do! That is why evo- 
lution is still only a theory or a 
hypothesis, a guess, a supposi- 
tion. People who want to believe 


it and half-baked, poorly-trained 
high school teachers may say that 
evolution is a proven fact, but no 
scientifically minded and reliable 
scholar will say so, 

I found that prophecies of the

He has saved souls, He has 
blessed with great revivals, He 
has answered definite prayers in 
such meticulous detail that the 
answers could not be happen- 
stance, could not be coincidences, 
could not be other than superna- 
tural. Thank God, I know one 
can safely believe the Bible. The 
only @nes who do not believe the 
Bible are those men who are will- 
ingly ignorant of the Bible, who 
never honestly investigated the 
Bible and opened their hearts to 
the truth and gave God a chance 
to prove His Word to their un- 
believing hearts. Millions of oth- 
ers have proven it and you, dear 
reader, may prove it for your- 
self, if you are sincere and have 
an open heart that longs to know 
God and His Son and His Word 
and His will! 

So we may Delieve that sweet 
text from God’s Word. “This is 
a faithful saying, and worthy of 
all acceptation, that Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sin- 
ners; of whom I am chief.” 


I. Christ Jesus Came Into the 
World to Save 


It is significant that the Scrip- 


ture says, “Christ Jesus came 
into the world.” It is the pre-| 
existent Christ of whor.§ the 


Scripture speaks. It is the Christ 
who was in the beginning with 
the Father. Jesus Christ did not 
begin in the womb of a virgin, fo1 
he said, “Before Abraham was, I 
am” (John 8:58). Christ Jesus 
was not even the reincarnation 
of any man who lived before, for 
John 2:1 says, “In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word was 
God.” This Christ was the liv- 
ing Word who was one with the 
Father before the world began. 
And He came to the world. By 
agreement with the Father of His 
own dear will, the Lord Jesus 
came into the world to save sin- 
ners. God became man. Christ 
humbled Himself and , took on 
Himself the form of a _ servant 
and became “obedient to death, 


even the death of the _ cross’ 
(Phil. 2:8). 
But the purpose of Christ’s 


coming was to save sinners. Do 
you call Christ “The Great Teach- 
er?” Then you do not flatter 
Him nor honor Him. He is not 
primarily a teacher, though “he 
spake as never a man spake.” 
Rather, He is Saviour. The an- 
gel that announced His birth to 
Joseph said, “Thou shalt call his 
name Jesus: for he shall save 
his people from their sins’ (Matt. 
1:21). The word Jesus means 
deliverer, saviour. 

Jesus did not come primarily 
to be our example. It is true that 
those of us who know Him as 
Saviour and Lord ought to follow 
Him. He called the disciples from 
their ships and fishnets, and said, 
“Follow me and I will make you 
fishers of men” (Matt. 4:19). He 
called Levi, the publican, the tax 
collector, and said* “Follow me” 
(Mark 2:14). We are told that 
“For even hereunto were ye 


called: because Christ also suf- 
fered for us, leaving us an ex- 
ample, that ye should follow his 
steps” (I Peter 2:21). Saved 
people should follow Jesus, but no 
one can follow Him as an exam- 


ple who has not first found Him, 


a Saviour! And Jesus came not 
first to be an example, but,to be 
a Saviour. He came to save! 
How wonderful it would be if 
all the preachers and all the 
churches and all the Christians 
in the churches would learn this 
blessed truth, that Jesus came to 
save! Preachers are called of 
God to save sinners. Churches 
are organized to save. sinners. 
The great commission Jesus gave 
us is to save sinners. There is no 
reasonable and honorable excuse 
for any kind of Christian activ- 
ity, any investment of Christian 


time and money, that does not 
ultimately lead to the Saving of 
sinners. That is what Jesus 
came for, to save people! 

We need to learn again what 
the Saviour meant by the par- 
able of the lost sheep. “What 


man of you, having an hundred 
sheep, if he lose one of them, doth 
not leave the ninety and nine in 
the wilderness, and go after that 
which is lost, until he find it? 
And when he hath found it, he 
layeth it on his shoulder, rejoic- 
ing. And when he cometh home, 
he calleth together his friends and 
neighbors, saying unto them, Re- 
joice with me; for I have found my 
sheep which was lost. I say un- 
to you, that likewise joy shall be 
in heaven over Sinner that 
repenteth, more than over ninety 
and nine just persons, which need 
no repentance’ (Luke  15:4-7). 
Every pastor should be more con- 


one 


cerned with the winning of one 
lost soul than with shepherding 
his whole tlock of saved people. 


No pastor has the mind of Christ 
who is not pr.marily absorbed in 
the great task. of getting people 
saved. 

Our text says that Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners. 
When Jesus was rebuked for His 
loving-kindness to Zacchaeus the 
publican He explained, “For the 
Son of man is come to seek and 
to save that which was lost” 
(Luke 19:10). 

The Lord Jesus did not come 
to raise the status of woman- 
hood-—-He came to save souls. He 
came to keep people out of Hell. 
The emancipation of women was 
an incidental by-product of 
Christ's

teaching. 

Lord Jesus did not ‘tome 
away with slavery. The 
enlightened consciences of those 
who know and love Jesus cannot 
be reconciled to brutality, but the 
human freedoms which Christian- 
ity promotes by-products. 
Jesus really to save Sin- 
ners.

The art galleries of the world 
are filled with masterpieces 
painted under the inspiration of 
the Christian faith. The great- 
est literature of the world bears 
the strongest imprint of the 
Christian influence. Political 
freedom, our system of benevo- 
lent care for the poor, the sick, 
the orphans, the aged and the 
insane are a contribution from 
the Christian religion. No single 
force in all human history has 
influenced education as much as 
Christianity has. The great uni- 
versities—Harvard, .Yale, Brown, 
Princeton, Chicago, Northwest- 
ern, Oberlin, Smith, Vassar, Wel- 
lesley, etc.—-were founded by 
Christians with Christian money 
and Christian purposes. Yet the 
impact of Christianity on art, 
literature, benevolence and _  edu- 
cation is a secondary result of 
the gospel. Jesus did not come 
to bring culture or democracy, or 
benevolence; He came to save! 

Away with this emphasis on 
soup and soap! There is nothing 
you can do for people that is com- 
parable in importance to getting 
them right with God, keeping 
their souls out of Hell. MLabor 
unions, social security,’ relief 
agencies, educational advantages 
—these are incidental and secon- 
dary. They cannot make people 
happy; they cannot answer the 
cries of men’s hearts; they can- 
not begin to heal the awful sick- 
ness of mankind. Men need a 
Saviour! They need forgiveness, 
they need new hearts, right with 


man and right with God. They 
need peace and cleansing and 
strength that can only come to 
people who are saved by the 
blood, made into new creations, 
by God's grace. 

Reader, whatever you. think 
you neea most, your greatest need 
is for Christ to save you. 

What matters all the money 
you may accumulate? Spend it, 
but you cannot buy peace of 
heart. 
will vanish away. Ur if you 
could convert millions of dollar: 
into diamonds and rubies 
pearls and

Ill. It Is Only Self-Confessed 
Sinners That Can Be Saved 
Let us read our wonderful text 


from _I Timothy 1:15 again. I 
have been quoting it without the 
last five words, and now I want 
to quote it all. “For this is a 
faithful saying, and worthy otf 
all acceptation, that Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sin- 


' ners. of whom I am chief.’ There 


has been a lot of argument about 
whether Paul was really the chief 
of sinners. There no 
that he was ever guilty of any of 
We do not know 


is record 


the grosser sins. 

that he was ever drunk, that he 
ever was immoral or profane or 
dishonest. In fact, by divine in- 


spiration Paul tells us how blame- 
he had been all his life, by 
human standards. In Philippians 
5:6, he says he was, “Touching 
the righteousness which is in the 
law, blameless.” In the preced- 
ing verse we learn that he was 
“an Hebrew of the Hebrews; as 
touching the law, a  Pharisee.”’ 
With the strictest of the Phari- 
sees Paul, even before his. con- 
version, had given himself to 
prayer and the keeping of the 
law and ceremonial _righteous- 
ness. When Paul stood before 
the Sanhedrin at Jerusalem after 
his arrest, he said, “Men and 
brethren, I have lived in all good 
conscience before God unto this 
day” (Acts 23:1). We must be- 
lieve then, that Paul by all hu- 
man standards would have been 
counted a good man, a moral 
man. How then, can we recog- 
nize his inspired that 
he was the chief of sinners? 

It is obvious that in God's sight 
getting drunk is not the greatest 
sin. The coarser outer sins must 
come to judgment, but they are 
not the worst sins. The worst 
Sins are Sins of the heart. People 
who outwardly make a fine show 
of morality may be the blackest 
in heart, which God can so plain- 
ly see. 

Perhaps whatever sin Paul had 
was greater because of his great 
opportunity. No man ever had 
greater revelation from God. No 
man, then, would be held to such 
strict account for the way he 
used that revelation. Who knows 
the. pride, the self-will, the rebel- 
lion, the turning away from the 
light that Saul had before he was 
saved. 


And Paul could never forget 


les 


statement 


that he held the garments of 
those who stoned Stephen, the 
first Christian martyr. He must 


continually have thought of him- 
self as a murderer, wonderfully 
cleansed and forgiven by the 
Saviour’s mercy. 
In the context of our Scripture 
text Paul recalls the wickedness 
(Continued on Page 8) 
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Christians concerning our Saviour's 
return to this world. It has been 
spoken of as something far more 
sensational than practical. Some 
have gone so far as to refer to it 
as an iridescent dream. When a 
preacher deals with the subject, 
he is often accused of being fanati- 
cal or guilty of riding a hobby. 
But the portion of Scripture with 
which I am dealing is the pro- 
nouncement of a simple statement, 
“He shall appear.”” We know this 
has not taken place as yet for we 


are still in the bodies of “this 
humiliation.” We are not as yet 
fully “conformed to his image.” 


|'Even though there are some who 
| think this doctrine is more specu- 


lative than authoritative, we are 
to remember that the blessed 
| Bible is saturated thr ugh and 
through with it. 

“Ne plus ultra,” which means 


“nothing beyond,’ were the words 


engraved upon the escutcheon of 
premedieval Spain for as_ the 
Spaniards gazed upon the moun- 


tainous “Pillars of Hercules”. they 
imagined that their high shoreline 
was the land's end. But when 
Columbus came back from his 
great adventure, the government 
changed its motto to “plus ultra” 
which means “more beyond.” As 
time progressed, discovery upon 
discovery was made until the 
ming of man fairly staggered at 
the reports. So it is with the 
truth of our Lord’s coming. We 
have the simple statement. that 
“he shall appear,” but there 
infinitely more beyond Space 
forbids the treating all its 
ramifications.

I do want to remind all of you 
that this truth is intimately con- 
nected with every Christiaff doc- 
trine, virtue and service revealed 
in the Word. Nothing can be made 
the equivalent of it or substituted 
for it. Instead of deadening the 
experiences of God's people, this 
truth quickens them. It is a truth 
which, when properly understood 


and accepted in simple faith, 
makes for better living, better 


homes, better relationships, better 
service for Christ and even better 
citizenship. Let us examine the 
word carefully to note in what 
way this truth affects our every- 
day living. 

First, I want you to see that 


It Prompts Godly Living 

Many who have objections to 
the teaching of the second coming 
of Christ will say as did one man, 
“I have been & practical man all 
my life, and as a business man I 
have had to confine myself to the 
practical affairs of life.’’ Had this 
man known the teaching of the 
Scriptures on this subject he would 
have discovered that one of the 
greatest incentives held out for 
holiness of life is the hope of the 
coming of Christ. It is a truth cal- 
culated to make for separation 
from the world, upright walking 
among men and for a closer walk 
with God. The more I study this 
subject the more I discover this 
truth to be a categorical impera- 
tive a transforming magnet and a 
thrilling challenge to be all that 
God would have His child to be. 

The Word of God is very plain 
at this point for “every man that 
hath this hope in him purifieth 
himself, even as he is pure.” Pur- 
ity is needed today as never be- 
fore because impurity, immodesty 
and immortality are _ increasing 
with alarming rapidity. Inasmuch 
as God holds this hope before us 
as a motive to become like His 
Son, it must be apparent to all 
that it is most practical in its 
character and is not to be dis- 
missed lightly. 

We read further, “And now, 
little children, abide in him; that, 
when he shall appear, we may 
have confidence, and not be 
ashamed before him at his coming” 
(I John 2:28). A life of devotion 
and complete consecration is ap- 
pealed to on the basis that the 
Lord will appear, and if we are 
living otherwise we _ shall be 
ashamed in His presence. *Multi- 
tudes professing to love the Lord 
Jesus will be ushered into His 
presence out of those places of 
worldly amusements which will 


cause them to blush for shame 
before Him. 


Again, the Apostle Paul wrote 
in similar yein to that of John. 
“Therefore judge nothing before 
the time, until the Lord come, who 
both will bring to light the hidden 
things of darkness, and will make 
manifest the counsels .of _ the 
hearts: and then shall every man 
have praise of God” (I Cor, 4:5), 
The return of the Master is held 
out as a motive for kindness and 
love toward all. Whatever wrongs 
have been committed against the 
people of God will be avenged and 
righted when He returns, 

The glory of this wonderful 
ruth is that it works. With such 


a hope possessing his ming ana 
soul, how can the believer cross 


the threshold of a polluted place? 
How can he ailow foul words to 
pass between hi lips? How can he 
allow a wrong suggestion to creep 
into his speech when he knows that 
at the very next moment the Lord 
might come and call him into His 
presenc. in the clouds above? Let 
a Christian become filled with the 
glory of this hope and he will lose 
all relish for the things of the 
world, the flesh and the devil, It 
is indeed a sustaining and purify- 
ing hope. May I ask you if the 
power of it has ever gripped 
your mind and heart? 

The second practical effect of 
this truth is that 


It Promotes Sacrificial 
Service 
Sacrificial service is the type of 
service that God approves, This is 
service that costs something 
service that is stained with blood,

as it were-—service that contains 
utter devotion to the Master. 
There are indeed many motives 
for such service. Gratitude for 


Salvation stimulates our labor for 
the Lord; the eternal needs of 
others demand that we give our 
all. But not the least of the mo- 
tives held out by the Holy Spirit 
is the hope of the coming of the 
Saviour. 

Writing to young Timothy, Paul 
charged him “before God, and the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge 
the quick and the dead at his 
appearihg and his’ kingdom; 
Preach the word; be instant in 
Season, out of season” (II Tim. 
4:1-3). At first blush it might 
seem strange that the apostle 
shoul@ have mentioned the second 
coming of the Lord in connection 
with preaching. Yet he makes this 
the incentive for keeping at the 
task and never giving up, irrespec- 
tive of the obstacles. The Word 
must be preached, always, every- 
where. Any place is a God- 
ordained pulpit. The curb stone is 
just as suitable as the hearth 
stone. Preaching the Word is the 


preacher's commission and _ the 
believer's command, This of 
course means sacrifce—the sacri- 


fice of feelings, of pride, of self, 
of time and of money, The immin- 
ency of His coming calls for con- 
certed action lest we be taken un- 
awares and be found in the idle- 
ness of silence. 

Dr. C. I. Scofield, after a mes- 
sage stressing the importance of 
making Jesus known, was asked 
what part social service played in 
the preacher's: ministry, He illus- 
trated his answer by reminding his 
hearers of Peter’s experience after 
Pentecost when many miracles 
were wrought by the apostles. The 
multitudes brought their sick and 
felt that if Peter’s shadow could 
fall ypon them it would be enough 
for their healing. “Peter was doing 
a mighty work in leading souls tc 
Christ,” said Dr. Scofield, “but he 
was empowered by God to heal 
bodies as well, to improve their 
condition physically. God  un- 
doubtedly honored the sincere faith 
of the seekers who came to Peter 
even through the shadow of the 
apostle. But the shadow casting 
was a by-product of Peter's work. 
Suppose Peter, realizing that God 
was working through his shadow, 
had said to the other apostles, 
‘Now we have found our work. 
Let uS on sunny days announce 
that we shall walk along the 
streets and let our shadow fall 
upon the sick’.” “In doing this,” 
continued Dr. Scofield, “they could 
have gotten far away from the 


will of God, and their work would 
have gone to pieces, as does the 
work of the church of Christ when 
it turns aside from the true busi- 
ness of soul-winning to the shad- 
ow-business of improving teim- 
poral conditions. Yet a certain 
amount of shadow-business is all 
right as long as it is merely in- 
cidental.” 

Christians are called witnesses, 
ang their primary task is one of 
Witnessing. They must go every- 
where witnessing and telling what _ 
they know of the Saviour“and His” 
Salvation, Instead of this glorious 
doctrine of-our Lord's coming 
cutting the nerve of missionary 
zeal, it strengthens it. His coming 
ig the most valuable motive-asset 
the church could have for real 
sacrificial service, It makes for a 
going Christianity. The kind of 
Christianity that does not go will 
soon be gone, The knowledge of 
our Lord's return is the secret of 
intelligent missionary activity, and 
missionary activity is the only 
true outlet of the knowledge of 
His coming.

There are many passages in the 
New Testament which teach this 
fact. The Christian must ever 
keep in mind that the solution to 
his trials does not culminate in 
this life.

This is what 
Paul meant when he wrote, “So 
that we ourselves glory in you in 
the churches of God, for your 
patience and faith in all your 
persecutions and tribulatioris that 
ye endure: which is a manifest 
token of the righteous judgment 
of God, that ye may be counted 
worthy of the kingdom of God, 
for which ye also suffer’ (II Thess.

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1. Durham, N. C., Revival

It is Monday and we are through 
the first eight days of a twenty- 
two day revival campaign with 
some twenty churches, in Dur- 
ham, North Carolina. Crowds have 
steadily grown, The tent, 60x150, 
is packed with seats, with long 
rows of seats on either side.

Most of the week 
I preached to Christians and did 
not give an invitation. God has 
been stirring many hearts. Usually 
there are twelve or fifteen preach- 
ers present. Some are on vacation 
or holding revival services. Baptist, 
Methodist, Presbyterian, Christian 
and Missionary Alliance, Pente- 
costal Holiness churches and Sal- 
vation Army are united 
campaign, 

But Durham is the center of 
Duke University, a powerful, moda- 
ernistic Methodist university, and 
its influence has been a plague, a 
blight on the spiritual life of the 
city. Larger downtown churches 
are not in the campaign, 

But, thank God, great crowds 
are coming, crowds of hungry- 
hearted people, The preaching is 
well received, and there is much 
evidence of a growing burden and 
concern, A young man stopped me 
on the street this morning and 
asked me to pray for him, saying

Peter understood the value of 
trials in relation to our Lord's 
coming. “Wherein ye greatly re- 
joice, though now for a season, if 
need be, ye are in heaviness 
through manifold temptations: 
that the trial of your faith, being 
much more precious than of gold 
that perisheth, though it be tried 
with fire, might be found unto 
praise and honor and glory at the 
appearing of Jesus Christ” (1 
Peter 1:6, 7). All was to be en- 
dured in the light of what His 
coming would reveal, 

James taught the same thing. 
He wrote, “Be patient therefore, 
brethren, unto the coming of the 
Lord. Behold, the husband-man 
waiteth for the precious fruit of 
the earth, ang hath long patience 
for it, until he receive the early 
and latter rain. Be ye _ also 
patient; stablish your heart; for 
the coming of the Lord draweth 
nigh” (James 5:7, 8). Many other 
portions of Scripture might be 
read in this connection. The day

God’s people need to be alert 
with eyes “open inwardly, out- 
wardly and upwardly. His coming 
is the incentive to this valued 
soul experience. Dealing with the 
issues which center about the 
Lord’s return, Paul writes, “There- 
fore let vis not sleep, as do others; 
but let us watch and be sober’ 
(1 Thess. 5:6). 

Too many of God’s children are 
asleep. They never seem to see 
their own needs, spiritually speak- 
ing, to say nothing of the needs 
of others. If their hearts were 
filled with the truth that the 
Lord’s coming was imminent and 
that they would have to stand in 


His presence at any moment, it 
would be otherwise. “The night is 
far spent, the day is at hand: let 


us therefore cast off the works of 


darkness, and let us put on the 
armor of light” (Rom. 13:12). 
“Blessed are those servants, 


whom the Lord when he cometh 
shall find watching: verily I say 
unto you, that he shall gird him- 
self, and make them to sit down 
to meat, and will come forth and 
serve them” (Luke 12:37). Jesus 
came to earth the first time to 
minister; He ascended into 
Heaven to minister; and when He 
comes again, it will be to minister, 
for love delights to serve. This is 
the hope that is set before us and 
which inspires continued watch- 
fulness.
